Washingto n, Feb. 13.—Circuses, at­ 
tractio ns fo r state fairs and o ther “o ut­ 
do o r sho ws” will have their regular 
ro utings o ver railro ads o utside o f the 
co ngested districts in the East, and 
their itineraries will be given special 
co nsideratio n 
within 
the

district whenever their mo vements do 
^>t interfere with war shipments, un­ 
d er a decisio n reached by the railro ad 
administratio n. 
Traffic Directo r Edward Chambers 
o f the railro ad administratio n no tified 
Frank L. Albert, ex ecutive secretary 
o f the Natio nal Outdo o r Sho wmen’s as­ 
so ciatio n. that it was no t the intentio n 
o f the administratio n to Interfere un­ 
necessarily 
with 
legitimate 
amuse­ 
ments. and that there was no o bjectio n 
to the mo vement o f sho ws o utside the 
eastern co ngested district. 


It was built in 1861.

Several girls were detailed to keep 
back the cro wd and they perfo rmed 
thi^ service as well as the members o f 
Co mpany E o f the New Yo rk Natio nal 
Guard, who relieved them. 
Five firemen were injured by fly ing 
glass during the fire, two o f them be­ 
ing taken to the Vassar Bro thers’ ho s­ 
pital. Their injuries are no t serio us. 
Guardsmen arrested several perso ns 
who were lo itering near the piles o f 
valuables in the gro unds which the 
girls had bro ught o ut. 
The so ldiers 
charged, in each Instance, that they 
had disco vered effo rts at theft by tho se 
arrested.
